PIRACY IN HOLLAND.

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FLEMING H. REVELL COMPANY. 


Apropos of the formal opening this month 
of its handsome new quarters in the Presby- 
terian Building at 158 Fifth Avenue, corner of 
Twentieth Street, New York, by the Fleming 
H. Revell Company, which marks also, approxi- 
mately, the twenty-fifth anniversary of the busi- 
ness career of its founder, it may not be out of 
place to touch briefly on the progress of this 
firm from its modest beginning in 1872 unti 
the present day. : 

The founder of the firm, Fleming H. Revell, 
was born December 12, 1849,in a house on 
Washington Street, in Chicago, which was then 
little more than a frontier settlement. Mr. 


Revell is the descendant of a French family 


that had been settled for some time in Eng- 
land, and he is the youngest of his family and 
the only one that was born inthis country. In 
September, 1872, he married Miss Josephine 
Barbour, of Romeo, Mich. He has two chil- 
dren, a daughter and a’son—the fourth Flem- 
ing. Heis related to Dwight L. Moody, who 
married Mr. Revell’s sister, Miss Emma Revell. 

Mr. Revell’s first business venture was the 
publication of Everybody's Paper,which gained at 
once avery large circulation—145,000 copies in 
two years. In 1871 hewenton his first business 
trip to Great Britain, and during his absence 
his business was almost completely destroyed 
by the disastrous fire of that year. Mr. Revell 
returned immediately, and the publication of 
the paper was suspended for but one issue. In 
1872 he sold the periodical and began publish- 
ing, bookselling, andimporting. His first vent- 
ure of any importance was the importation of 
various religious works from Great Britain, 
among them the teacher’s Bibles in circuit bind- 
ings, which were quite a new departure at that 
time on this side of the water. His first pub- 
lishing ventures were a few booklets and tracts. 
From that small beginning has been developed 
the present business, which is represented by a 
catalogue containing over 1000 titles, including 
important works in a large variety of depart- 
ments. 

In 1886 Mr. Revell established an Eastern 
branch in New York, in small quarters in the 


American Tract Society building on Nassau |. 


Street. The growth of this Eastern house can 
perhaps be best judged by its steady require- 
ments of larger quarters. In their original 
office they had but 850 square feet of floor 
space. At12 Bible House, to which they re- 
moved in 1888, they had 1800 square feet, at 
30 Union Square (1890-1893), they had 3500 
square feet, and at 112 Fifth Avenue, to which 
they removed in 1893, they had 6500 square 
feet. In five vears their business grew to such 
an extent that these quarters became too small, 
an 1 so they have taken the store and basement 
in the north wing of the Presbyterian Building, 
where they have 8500 square feet. For the 
past ten years the New York house has been 
underthe able management of S. Edgar Briggs. 
who came from Toronto early in 1888 to take 
charge of it. ; 

The new store is one of the most attractive 
uptown, and is quietly and tastefully fitted up. 
The walls are tinted in delicate shades of 
green, and the shelving and furniture are of 
antique oak. A series of show-cases for Bibles, 
Prayer-Books, and fine bindings has been spe- 
cially constructed and combined in a unique 


- 
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way. There are four of these cases which form 
a complete hollow square. Each case is about 3 
feet high, half of which space on top forms the 
show-case, and‘the lower half on the inner side 


‘is shelved to hold the surplus stock. -One sec- 


tion is mounted on rollers, and is arranged to 
open so as to afford admission to the salesman 
behind the cases. There are two entrances to 
the store—one from the street on Fifth Avenue, 
and one from the vestibule of the Presbyterian 
Building,which gives them also two show-win- 
dows andample light. .The centre of the store 
receives a flood of light from a large skylight. 
In the front of the store a space has been set 
apart as a reading or waiting room, where pa- 


‘trons may attheir leisure read, or write letters. 


In the rear a large private room has been fitted 
up, where ministers or other Christian workers 
may meet for conference. In the high, well- 
lighted basement, 150 feet deep, is the whole- 
sale stock of the publications of the firm. Every 
provision inthe way of shelving forcuts, books, 
etc., has been made. In a recess under the 
stairway they have. put up the entire shelving 
used by them when they first started. It forms 
about a hundredth part of the shelving now 
needed for their business. 

The Revell Company is unique in one re- 
spect in that its publications are manufactured, 
some in Chicago and quite as many in New 
York. Ten years ago not a single book was 
issued from New York; now its Eastern manu- 
facturing department has to care for over four 
hundred titles. 

-In 1891 Mr. Revell formed the company — 
which bears his name, the better to conserve 
his growing interests: The company is a close 

corporation, only those directly interested in — 
the working of the business being associated 
with Mr. Revell. The present directors are: 
Fleming H. Revell, President; Alexander Mc- 
Connell, Secretary;S. Edgar Briggs, Managing 
Director New York house; and George H. 
Doran. ; 

In 1893 the company acquired, by purchase, 
the business of the Toronto Willard Tract De- 
pository, thereby securing a branch house in 
the neighboring Dominion and assuring closer 
European connections. 

A comprehensive description of the com- 
pany’s business is given in the statement that 
it deals distinctly in religious publications, and 
that these are uniformly of an ‘‘ Evangelical ”’ 
type. Its history, more than that of any other 
house, seems to prove that, although it may be 
believed by some that ‘‘ Evangelical” religion is 
losing its hold upon the world, in point of fact 
it apparently never had so strong and so rapid- 
ly increasing a hold upon mankind asat present. 
For example, the house has issued large and 
repeated editions of Mr. Moody’s books, Dr. 
Gordon’s, Mr. Spurgeon’s, Mr. Murray’s, and 
Mr. Meyer’s, as well as such publications as 
‘“The Christian’s Secret of a Happy Life,”’ 
‘‘Probable Sons,” etc. Such books as these 
have sold in large numbers—ranging from 
25,000 to 150,000 copies each. Among the 
other notable contributors to the Revell cata- 
logue are: Isabella L. Bird Bishop, Sir J. Will- 
iam Dawson, Prof. Henry Drummond, Prof. 
A. H. Sayce, Prof. Flinders Petrie, Prof. J. 
Rendel Harris, Prof. R. F. Weidner, Rev. 
Theo. L. Cuyler, Rev. Alfred Edersheim, and 
Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst. 

The field of ‘‘ Missions” also has special at- 
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tention, placing the company at the head of 
the list in any country for the number, variety, 
and importance of its publications in this par- 
ticular direction. 

The Revell Company is sole agent in America 
for the well-known publications of The Re- 
ligious Tract Society of London. 

The periodical publications of the firm in- 
clude The Record of Christian Work, which has 
lately been greatly enlarged and improved, 
and placed under the editorial charge of W. 
R. Moody; Zhe Sunday-School Lesson Illus- 
trator, edited by Mrs. A. C. Morrow; and A/en 
and Zhe Evangel, the official organs respective- 
ly of the central organization of the Young 
Men’s and Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciations. 

When asked some time ago as to what spe- 
cial theories had been adopted in securing so 


large and steadily increasing a busiress, Mr. | 


Revell responded that he had had no distinct 
theories other than that the imprint of the 
house should be ina large measure an endorse- 
ment of the character of the work bearing it. 
‘*We have had no ambition to become ‘ general’ 
publishers, but have aimed to make our im- 
print known, and as known, to secure and re- 
tain the confidence of the reader.” 


MARK TWAIN AND THE OTHER MAN. 


DvurRInG Mark Twain’s stay in Vienna this 
winter the newspapers have devoted a great 
deal of attention to him. One of his latest 
sayings quoted refers to a cable despatch he 
received from America asking if the rumor of 
his death was true. 

‘‘News of my death grossly exaggerated,” 
was the answer Mark Twain sent back to his 
own country. 

So many rumors concerning his affairs have 
been spread about that he has written the fol- 
lowing to a friend in Hartford, which we re- 
print from the New York Sun - 

‘*Rumors about my unimportant self are 
easily circulated. It was reported that I was 


seriously sick—that was some other man; then | 


it was that I was about to die—again another 
man; then it was that I was dead—another man 
again. Thenthe rumor was that I had inherited 
a legacy—it was another man; then came the 
report that I had paid all my debts—once more 
another man. Now the rumor is that I am 
writing another book. I know nothing of it. 
It would, indeed, surprise me if I should pub- 
lish another book for the next three years. 
The only thing that is left for them to say is 
that I have emigrated permanently and become 
an Austrian. That last is one thing I will 
never, never do. Ido not want to increase the 
confusion of languages any more.”’ 

Mark Twain's new book is shortly to be trans- 
lated into German.

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


GEORGE WATSON COLE has begun in the 
Bulletin of Bibliography, published by the Bos- 
ton Book Company, a bibliography entitled 
‘‘Bermuda in Periodical Literature.” Miss 
Ethelyn D. M. Tucker in the same issue con- 
tinues her useful ‘‘ List of Books First Pub- 
lished in Periodicals.” 


THE State Library of Massachusetts has 
published, in a special bulletin dated January, 
a ‘‘ Bibliography of Works on Taxation in the 
State Library of Massachusetts,” prepared by 
Ellen M. Sawyer, principal assistant. The list 
does not include works on the tariff and inter- 
nal revenue. The more important works are 
marked with an asterisk. (25 p. 8°.) 


CakLO CLAUSEN, of Turin, Italy, has pub- 
lished a catalogue, which it is expected will be 
of value to specialists and booksellers. It 
covers all that has been published on electricity 
and magnetism from 1885 until 1897, not only 
in Italy but in the world. The entries are 
alphabeted by author with place, date, and 
size of publication, and the titles are also in- 
dexed by subject with reference to author. 
The catalogue also includes a list of the princi- 
pal periodicals on electricity and magnetism 
published in Germany, America, England, Aus- 
tria, Belgium, Denmark, France, Holland, 
Italy, and Spain. 


THE printing of the catalogue of Sanskrit 
Mss. in the British Museum has been com- 
menced. Vol. 1, which is in press, will con- 
tain descriptions, by Prof. C. Bendall, of all 
the ordinary (Brahmanical) Sanskrit and of the 


Buddhist works, the Jain literature only being | 


reserved for future treatment. The catalogue 
of Hindustani Mss. is printed, and that of 
Hindi Mss. is in the press. The compiler of 
both these is Prof. J. F. Blumhardt. The 
work of printing the general catalogue of the 
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British Museum Library, which was inaugu- 
rated by the Jate Sir Edward Bond, will be 
completed, it is hoped, at the opening of the 
The catalogue is the largest 
compilation ofitskindinthe world. Formerly, 
when it was written, it consisted of nearly 3000 
folio volumes, which entirely filled the great 
circular shelves inthe centre of the reading- 
room specially constructed for its accommoda- 
tion. Indeed, had not the government been 
induced by Sir Edward Bond to make a grant 
of about £3000 a year for the printing of this 
mammoth catalogue, the authorities of the li- 
brary would now have been at a loss to find 
room for the additional volumes, as the com- 
pilation grew with the increase of the library. 
But as the catalogue has been printed the num- 
ber of its volumes has steadily decreased, and 
the room made thereby available on thecircular 
shelves has been filled with other works of ref- 
erence. It is hoped that when the printing is 
completed the catalogue will have been reduced 
to about 1000 volumes. Of course, space is 
being left in the printed catalogue forthe entry 
of the accessions to the library which pour in 
day after day in an unending stream. The 
catalogue is like a scrap-book of many vol- 
umes, into which are pasted printed slips con- 
taining the author’s name, title of book, date 
and place of publication, etc., arranged alpha- 
betically, according to the names of authors, 
room being left on each page for new writers, 


| or for additional works by authors already 


entered. There are three copies of the cata- 
logue—the reader’s copy, a reserve copy, and 
a copy for the use of the officials. When any 
addition has to be made in any of the volumes 
of the reader’s copy, the corresponding vol- 
umes of the reserve copy are putintheir places 
on the circular shelves.
